CHARACTER 

OF 

THOMAS  JEFFERSON. 

THE  fuperior  didinclion  which  Mr. 
Jefferfon  has  acquired,  in  the  political 
world,  was  founded  upon  the  alliance  of 
virtue  and  fortune.  Great  events  give 
birth  to  great  talents.  It  is  not  difficult 
to  lav,  however,  that  had  the  revolution*-' 

jn  America,  never  taken  place,  he  woiiHj^  Vhuddcrs. — It  is  no  wonder,  therefore 


ttfve  arifen  to  conliderablc.  fame,  in  the 
republics  of  letters  and  philofophy.  The 
advantages  of  an  excellent  education, 
habits  of  application  &  dudy,  were  cir- 
cu,mftanccs,  that  gave  to  his  mind,  an  in- 
clination for  philosophical  and  literary 
purfuit.V — His  notes  on  the  ftate  of  Vir- 
ginia, a  work  though  incomplete,  and 
confidered  merely  as  bearing  the  fea- 
tures of  it?  title,  is  however  not  with- 
out confulerabie  rt&rit. — It  discovers  a 
Mind  at  once  fagacb">us  and  inquifitive  ; 
Und  capaole  by  the  gf*u\«*i  means  of  ex- 
perin.  11:  and'rational  ded'e^ion,  of  un- 
folding the  fublimelt  principle*  g  ""th. 
— But  the  fame  great  event  which  has 
immortalized  the  geni^us  of  Am-M">can 
p.uriotifm,  and  drawn  from  oblcm  .'!•)  • 
the  tnoft  brilliant  talents  in  the  field  iita 
the  cabinet,  paid  an  equal  tribute  to  the 
virtues  of  Mr.  Jefferfon,  and  gave  him 
dhiinclion  in  the  firft  rank  of  ilatesmen. 
— At  the  firft  fliock  of  that  convullion, 
which  everit'iidly  feparated  the  conti- 
nent of  Ame.ica,  from  Great  Britain, 
the  philolbphical  apparatus  fell  from  his 
hand.  Governed  by  that  genuine  patri- 
otifm  which  facrifices  private  interefl  to 
public  felicity,  he  exchanged  rural  cafe 
and  retirement  for  the  bultle  of  active 
lit  e,thc  amufements  of  the  laboratory ,  for 
the  Wore  interelling  duties  of  the  cabi- 
net.— In  this  fituation,  Mr.  Jefferfon  ap- 
pears to  have  been  defigned  by  fortune 
and  accident,  to  combine  with  the  foli- 
dity  the  durability  of  a  reputation.  His 
advancement  was  gradual ;  and  every 
ilep  of  it,  was  marked  by  a  difplay  of 
talents  that  was  equally  honorable  to 
himfelf  and  competent  to  the  difficulties 
occafioned  by  the  precipitancy  of  events. 
There  is  a  contemptible  activity  which 
fa.crifices  perfon:;l  dignity  and  indepen- 
dence to  the  rage  of  ambition  and  the 
denre  of  fame.  Not  contented  with  the 
internal  confeioufnefs  of  deferving  ap- 
plaufe,  and  waiting,  with  compofure,  for 
the  period,  which  (hall  beflow  it,  it  goes 
in  feirch  of  unmerited  laurels,  and  courts 
the  iicquilition,  at  the  expence  of  every 
fentiment  of  delicacy  and  propriety. — 
This  imputation  never  tarnifhed  the  cha- 
racter of  Mr.  J'"*fTerfon.  The  fuffrages 
of  his  country  were  wifely  di  I  pofed  of. 
He  deferved  confideration  and  he  obtain- 
ed it.  He  never  followed  fame ;  but 
fame  appears  to  have  purfued  him,  thro' 
every  department,  in  which,  fortune  or 
accident,  may  have  placed  him.  An  nn- 
derftanding  clear  and  fugacious,  integrity 
unpointed  by  public  reproach  or  private 
Trtalice,  and  principles  whofe  foundnefsik 
moderation  are  the  bed  teftimonials  of 
their  fncertj&were  qualifications  that 
called  him  to  Ahe  higelt  departments  of 
ftate.  *" 

If  I  may  be  permitted  to  ^ 
on  of  the  political  principles  of  Mr.  Jef- 
ferfon, it  will  be  drawn  form  the  agre- 
gate  qualifications,  of  his  character. — 
This  mode,  however,  may  be  a  very  fal- 
lible one  in  forming  the  judgement;  be- 
caufe  the.  mod  manly  virtues,  arfd  the 
mod  brillant  intelects,  are,  too  frequent- 
ly, in  conflict,  with  the  latent  feelings  of 
the  heart.  But  itwould  be  uncharitable, 
in  the  prefent  indance,  to  conceive  of  a 
difparity,  which  nothing  confirms  and 
every  thing  refutes.  It  would  be  barba- 
rous to  violate  the  fentiments  of  bene- 
volence )  h.  to  reproach  the  judgement 
•with  a  defect,  without^vidence  0f  truth 
&  reafon.— It  is  difficult  to  mark  thepro- 
grefs  of  pcrfonal  intered,  in  the  aclions 
of  a  man,  every  part  of  whofe  conduct 
has  been  conneted  together,  by  a  chain 
of  uniform  morality,  whofe  tone  is  deci- 
sive, whofe  dyle  and  language  clear  and 
nervous,  whofe  principles  convey  the 
reality  of  judice  and  the  convidtions  of 
experience  and  reflexion. 

The  political  principles  of  Mr.  Jeffer- 
fon, are  drawn  from  an  expanded  intel- 
Uct,  that  confults  the  oracles  of  nature 
>nA  reafon,  as  its  onlv  guides — Born  at 
*  period,  when  the  whole  univerfeis  con- 
'••ulfed,bv  the  conflicting  pr.T,  >ns  pf  man- 
Find,  his  dudy  t6  reconcile  the  ja  ring  e- 
kioeatt  and  to  extract  felicity  am  order 


that  his  opinions  are  the  pious  innovati 
ons  of  the  philofopher,  who  wiflies  to  re- 
pair the  injuries  which  an  qnjuft  policy 
has  occafioned  in  the  world  ;  that  he  ch<S- 
ii2ies  them  as  a  peculiar  tribute  to  his 
own  feelings,  which  the  underdanding 
confirms  &  the  heart  ratifies.  Upon  this 
liberal  plan'  of  philanthrophy,  Mr.  Jef- 
ferfon is  the  true  citizen  of  the  world. 
Like  Cato  he  jfeels  an  attachment  for  his 
country,  but  like  Socrates,  his  affections 
embrace  the  univcrfe. 

It  will  be  difficult  to  reconcile  the  prin- 
ciples of  l'ucha  character,  with  the  views 
&  inclinations  that  govern  the  paraiite  of 
defpotifm. — The  firft  are  founded  upon 
a  balis, whofe  truth  is  \f refiftable  j  whoft 
origin,  is  nature!  Whofe  attribute,  mo- 
••ality  ;  whofe  eflence,  reafon.  The  lalt, 
;cts  nature  at  defiance, confiders  morality 
as  mockery  and  reafon  as  a  fool. — If, 
therefore.  Mr.  Jefferfon  differs  in  opini- 
on with  itf»"V  ot  his  countrymen,  it  is 
becaufe  he  o'ffers  in  the  degree  of  eft rtn ac- 
tion, in  which,  thefe  things,  are  mutual- 
ly held.  He  comi'ders  nature  the  fource 
of  every  human  right,  morality  the  bafis, 
and  reafon  the  unerring  guide  of  every 
human  action. — Of  courfe,  he  perceives 
no  grades  in  foe  let  yj  no  partial  dillincti- 
oiis  ;  conliders  the  people  as  the  fource 
of  all  power  and  the  peculiar  guardians 
of  their  own  rights. — He  makes  allowan- 
ces for  the  particular  fituation,  in  which, 
he  has  found  mankind.  He  endeavors  to 
reconcile  their  different  interefts  by  in- 
ditutions  that  arc  calculated  to  produce 
the  mod  extenfivc  and  complete  felicity. 
Coniulting  nature,  his  maxims  of  go- 
vernment are  liuiple  and  refined.  They 
do  not  partake  too  much  of  that  over- 
drained  energy,  which  borders  on  op- 
preffion,  or  of  that  loofe,  licentious  fa- 
naticifm,  which  is  connected  with  the 
fubverfion  of  all  order  and  fecurity  in 
government.  They  point  eventually  toa 
reform  of  abufes,  which  have  condituted 
the  greateft  (hare  of  mifery  in  focie/uy 
which  he  confiders  the  excrcfence  of 
ftatey  and  the  germ  of  defpotifm. 

It  is  faid7that  Mr.  Jefferfon  is  a  phi- 
lofopher ;  that  cenfeqently,  he  pofleffes 
a  peculiar  cad  of  mind,  that  unfits  him 
for  the  duties  of  a  datefman.  Let  this 
obligation^ red  in  the  bofom  of  the  ille- 
beral  parafite  of  power,  who  fits  at  the 
foot-ftool  of  defpotifm  and  dreads  the  in- 
fluence of  a  tingle  qualification,  that 
might  foftcn  the  afPelions  of  a  nation. 
For  my  part,  I  perceive  not  the  incom- 
patibility complained  of. — The  philofo- 
pher is  nothing  more  than  a  being,  whofe 
morality  is  elevated ;  whofe  opinion! 
are  drawn  from  the  convictions  of  truth 
and  reafon  ;  whofe  expanded  intellect 
difdainsthediackelsof  prejudice,  &  whole 
•e  an  op\tr  fcul  looks  with  complacency  upon  the 
errors  and  falibilities  of  manhood.-^ 
The  reverie  of  thefe  qualifications,  con- 
ditutes  the  features  of  tyranny,  whene- 
ver it  is  blended  with  extenfive  power, 
p'here  is  an  invifible  chain  which  con- 
nects Immorality  with  a  contempt  for 
truth,  a  contempt  for  truth,  with  the  de- 
lufious  of  error,  and  the  deluiions  of  er- 
ror, with  the  mod  brutal  tyranny.— 
Hence  the  licentioufnefs  of  courts,  and 
the  patriotic  crimes  of  ambition;  hence, 
that  cold  philofophy  which  chills  the 
warmth  of  benevolence,  and  facrifices,  on 
the  pointed  alter  of  defpotifm,  the  felici- 
ty of  millions. 

Difdaining  the  character  if  the  court- 
ier, where  pufilanimity  and  flatter)-  are 
the  deps  by  which,  the  obfequious  ariCe 
to  fame  and  didinction,  Mr.  Jefferfon  has 
filled  thehighed  office  of  governments,  bv 
hid  own  intrinfic  merit.  The  fun pli city  or 
his  manners  and  the  refervednefs  of  his 
temper,  are  the  characteridics  of  a  vi- 
gorous mind,  which  grafpl  at  higher  ob- 
jects, than  the  mere  arts  of  pleafing. — 
Yet  there  is  no  man,  in  private  li^e,  more 
amiable,  none  more  dignified,  and  none, 
whofe  manners,  poftefs,  in  a  higher  de- 
gree, the  incomparable  felicity  of  infpir- 
ing  the  combined  emotions  of  attach 
mentand  refpect.  He  has  contemplated 
men  and  things  in  tbe  different  lights,  in 


which  they  are,  and  in  which,  they  diould 
be.  His  re flecl ions  <>n  thisiubject,  are  the 
fourcesof  his  humanity  andfoibearar.ee; 
qualifications  which  travel,  bufincls  ar.d

g'nen  to  |,is  mind  a  degree  of  philofcrphi- 
cal  tranquility,  infinitely  fuperior,  to 
mod  of  hlVcbtteihp'braries.

SEMLIN,  January  30. 
The  Grand  Vizier,  far  from  thinking 
to  attack  the  Erench,  is  employed  at  Jeru- 
faiem  and  Java  in  deviling  means  to  refill 
Gezzar  Pacha,  who  on  his  part,  meditates 
a.n  attack  on  him.  The  two  Chiefs  are 
extremely  irritated  againlt  each  other, 
and  all  reconciliation  feems  impofiible. 

The  Officer  of  Marine  Seid  Ally,  whom 
the  Port  had  lent  to  endeavour  to  effe<fl 
an  accommodation  between  them,  has 
left  them,  without  being  able  to  make  any 
imprefiion  on  either  the  one  or  the  other. 

The  Grand  Vizier  is  particularly  indig- 
nant :  he  has  made  levies  In  all  the  Afia- 
tic  provinces  to  reinforce  his  army  and 
chaflife  Gezzar.  The  regime  which  he 
has  employed  on  this  occafion  is  lb  great, 
that  a  general  difpofition  to  rife  againft 
him  manifeiled  itfelf,  and  a  great  number 
of  the  inhabitants  of  thefe  countries  have 
fought  refuge  at  Conftantinople.  The 
Qtualion  of  that  city  is  far  from  tranquil 
It  is  the  prey  of  great  fcarcity,  and  the 
plague  alfo  makes  confiderable  ravages 
in  that  capitol.  It  has  carried  off  a  great 
many  belonging  to  the  Seraglio,  particu- 
larly the  women,  and  the  Grand  Seignior, 
to  avoid  the  contagion,  has  been  obliged 
to  quit  1^  ufU4l  apuaj  luients. 


All  parts  r>f  tlie  Ottrman  empire  are 
liltracled  with  troubles  and  diffi -  it ions. 
The  Pacha  who  commanded  in  the  Vene- 
tian Ifles,  is  raifing  troops  to  repoflefs 
iiimfelf  of  the  command  of  which  he  ha 
beeen  deprived. 

Paffwan  Oglou  has  completely  raifed 
the  ftandard  of  independence.  He  has 
declared  that  he  will  no  longer  acknow- 
ledge the  authority  of  Miniltcrs.  It  is 
merely  from  a  motive  of  politenefs  or 
precaution  that  he  has  faid  he  would  de- 
pend only  on  the  Grand  Seignior. 

LONDON,  March  14. 

The  communications  from  Prance  fuc- 
ceedeach  ether  with  extraordidary  ra- 
pidity. Tim  mornng  we  received  by 
exprefs  the  Paris  papers  to  the  izthinit. 

The  opinion  we  have  hazarded,  that 
hodilities  would  not  be  renewed  between 
Aulh  ia  and  Prance,  has  received  additi- 
onal (Irangth  from  the  contents  of  thefe 
papers^  In  return  for  the  communication 
made  by  the  coufuls  to  the  legillature,  of 
the  proclamation  they  had  ilfiied  to  the 
people,  and  the  military  meafures  they 
had  adopted,  the  tribunate  deputed  three 
of  their  members  to  exprefs  their  wifli 
that  the  firft  Conful  might  return  from 
the  armies  a  conqueror  and  a  peace  ma- 
ker. 

To  the  fpecch  addreffed  to  the  confuls 
by  the  deputation,  the  firft  Conful  repli- 
ed that  all  hopes  of  a  continental  peace- 
had  not  yet  vanifhed;  a  clear  proof  that 
Aullria  has  not  rejected  his  overtures, 
and  that  the  politics  of  the  cabinet  of 
Vienna  are  not  ib  anti-pacific  as  the  mi- 
nillerialifts  here  would  have  us  believe. 
Twocaufes  are  fuppofed  to  have  inclined 
Auftria  to  liften  to  the  propofitions  of  the 
French  government ;  the  return  of  the 
Ruffians  and  the  illnefs  of  the  Emperor 
who  is  laid,  in  one  of  the  papers,  to  be  paft 
all  hopes  of  recovery.  There  is  a  third 
c  a  life,  probably  of  at  lcaft  equal  weight 
with  the  other  two ;  the  popularity 
and  power  of  the  firft  Conful,  the  perfetfl 
unanimity  that  fubfifls  between  the  legif- 
lalive  and  executive  government,  the  fet- 
tle hope  we  had  almoll  faid  the  impoffibi- 
iity,  of  removing  Buonaparte,  and  the  ex- 
tinction of  the  rebellion  in  the  weftern  de- 
partments. All  thefe  circumftances  feem 
to  have  afforded  the  cabinet  of  Vienna 
I'ufficient  experience  and  evidence  of  fa<5\s 
to  induce  him  to  enter  into  a  negotiati- 
ation  with  the  republic. 

BALTIMORE,  May  7. 
Interesting  Intelligence 

Efom  FRANCE— direct. 
The  brig  America  arrived  yefterday 
from  St.  Seballians,  brought  Paris  papers 
to  the  7th  March — thefe  I  were  not  fo 
fortunate  as  to  obtain  ; — but  from  the  fu- 
percargo  of  the  America,  received  the 
following  information,  which  the  public 
may  depend  on  as  correal ;  that  the  Ame- 
rican commiffioners  travelled  through  the 
French  territory  on  their  way  to  Paris, 
in  cog,  but  wherever  they  were  difcover- 
<  d,  were  received  and  entertained  with 
the  moft  enthufiaftic  refpeel  anil  hofpiul- 
ity  ; — that  they  arrived  in  Paris  a  few 
days  before  a  national  fete  was  perform- 
ed in  honor  of  our  deceafed  Wasbinp-ton, 
whofe  buft  was  placed  in  the  gallery  of  the 
Thuilleries,  in  the  prefence  of  the  con- 
fuls and  the  thief  officers  of  the  French 
nation  ;  a  particular  feat  being  affigned 
to  our  commiffioners,  thev  declined  tlie  in- 
tended honor,  and  mixed  among  the  croud 
of  the  populace. — That  a  commiffion  of 
three  were,  on  the  fuccsding  day,  appoin- 
ts meet  and  arrange  the  bufinefs  of  nego- 
tiation with  the  American  minifters ;  thig 
commiffion  conlifted  of  the  following  cha- 
racters, viz.

Strong,  of  the  Ihip'BoIlon  Packet,  in  Fal- 
mouth, mentioning  thathehad  been  board- 
ed on  his  paffage  by  a  French  frigate, 
which,  after  an  examination  difmifled  him 
obferving  that  his  inftrudions  forbid  him 
to  detain  American  veffels,  that  were  af- 
certained  by  their  papers  to  be  fuch, 
whatever  port  they  might  be  bound  to. 

The  brig  Union,  captain  Fleming,  of 
North  Carolina,  from  Savannah  to  Li- 
verpool, fejzed  there  in  October  laft,  on 
account  of  having  more  than  one  third 
Britiih  failon.,  was  ftill  detained,  without 
having  any,  or  being  permitted  to  dif- 
charge  her  cargo,  when  captain  Meff- 
roon  failed.

The  differ- 
ences between  the  courts  of  Auftria  and 
Ruffia,  have  been  accommodated,  and, 
the  Ruffian  troops  were  marching  to  join 
their  allies.  The  Archduke  Charles  is 
fufpended  from  his  command.  The  princ  e 
of  Wales,  in  confequence  of  ill  healt'n* 
had  applied  to  Mr.  Pitt  for  leave  to  go 
to  Madeira,  or  Lifnon,  but  the  ret|Ueft 
has  been  refilled.  Mr.  Grattan  and  the 
chancellor  of  Ireland,  in  confequence  of 
fome  retorts  while  debating  on  the  fub- 
ject  of  the  Union,  have  fought  a  due  1,  rm 
which  the  chancellor  was  wounded  in 
the  hip.  The  channel  fleet  was  in  the 
outer  harbour,  ready  for  fea.

The  troops  under  gene- 
neral  Stuart,  it  will  be  obferved,  do  hot 
accompany  thofe  from  or  in  Ireland,  but 
fuch  as  have  been  compleatcd  from  the 
Englifh  militia,which  have  been  enlifted 
to  ferve  in  Europe  only,  precludes  the  i- 
dea  that  Egypt  is  their  deftinatia* 

The  preparations  for  the  fecfirrcl  expe- 
dition  continue  unabated.  It  is  intended 
to  comprife  the  brigade  of  guards,  to- j 
gether  with  the  Irifh  regiments,  and 
thofe  about  to  be  augmented  by  recruits 
from  the  militia  of  that  country  &c.  The 
deftination  of  this  powerful  body  has  been 
fome  time  determined,  but  the  period  of 
action,  will  depend  upon  particular  cir- 
cumftances,  as  will  the  difpofition  of  the 
troops  about  to  be  conveyed  from  Ruffia. 

We  have  already  intimated  that  orders
